Tehitcherin, the clever foreign m inister 
American newspaper man that his government 
has been ready for some time, to arrange for payment of the Kus 
nan debt to the United States. 
That debt amounts 
to some $275,000,000. 
plus 
interest. 
Though not large, as our foreign war loans go, it would make an 
agreeable addition to Uncle Sam ’s income from a source that has 
never inspired great expectations. 
The only question is, what string Tehitcherin attaches to his 
debt payments. 


Previous approaches toward settlement have failed because the 
Soviet government insisted heavy damages were due from the 
I nited States because it had made trouble and expense for the 
Soviet regime in its early days by giving support to the Kerensky 
government. 
Our loans, iii fact, were mostly made to Kerensky, 
atter he had ended the czarist regime and was struggling against 
The new menace of Bolshevism, which finally Mon. 
There were 
even American troops in Russ-a during that period, which did not 
ligh t but gave Kerensky moral and strategic aid. 
If the Moscow governm ent now forgets its old grudge and 
offers to pay real money to toe United States, it will be for new 
benefits expected. 
Those benefits, it may be guessed, are diplo-t 
m alic recognition and fresh loans. 
Our government is probably 
not ready yet to settle on th at basis.
